From July 27 through 31 the Swedish capital of Stockholm had the World 
Series spirit. Every day the Stadion, built for the 1912 Olympic Games, was 
jammed with 20,000 people. Even Crown Prince Gustaf Adolf was there, 
standing in line to buy his ticket along with sports fans from all over Scandi- 
navia, The attraction was a series of exhibitions by 13,360 of the world’s fi- 
nest gymnasts, more than twice the number of athletes in last year’s Olympics. 
They met in Stockholm for a World Gymnastic Festival, which was onl 
one part of a summer-long calendar of events Sweden calls the “Lingiad 

The Lingiad, which in addition to the gymnastic festival includes a meet- 


ing of world physical education leaders and an international camp for gym- 

ts, gets its name from Per Henrik Ling, a 19th Century Bernarr Macfad- 
den, father of Swedish national gymnastics. It has been held only once before, 
in 1939, the 100th anniversary of Ling’s death. Then, shortly before the out- 
break of World War II, a German team was the sensation of the gymnastic 
performance. This year the Germans were not there. Neither were teams from 
behind the Iron Curtain, especially the famous Czech Sokols. Some did not 
come because of currency difficulties. Some, Stockholm rumors said, did not 
come for another reason. Once they got to Sweden, they might not go home.

THIS MAY COST YOU MONEY... 


SHADES OF THE '20S 


To anybody over 35 the news had a familiar 
ring last week, A man went over Niagara Falls 
ina barrel. A young lady was preparing to swim 
the English Channel. Ukulele sales were boom- 
ing, and 38 new midget golf courses were going 
strong around New York City alone. Best of 
all, a man in Cleveland was sitting atop a flag- 
pole. It sounded like the '20s all over again. 

Yet though history repeats itself, it always 
gets bigger and better. Anybody who doubted 
that the U.S. standard of living had risen, even 
in the matter of midsummer madness, needed 
only to look at the current flagpole sitter, man 
by the name of Charley Lupica (above), and 
compare him with “Shipwreck” Kelly of the 
"20s (below). Mr. Lupica has a radio, telephone 
and beach umbrella and is having a television 
set installed. All that poor old Kelly had was a 
pole, To people who think that all progress has 
ended, the week must have been a terrible blow. 
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After that fair warning, we would like to 
point out that the U.S. still has a stock mar- 
ket, that the market plays a useful part in 
the U.S. scheme of things—and that perhaps 
it is time for all citizens to take another look 
at it. Lire does not pretend to know whether 
stocks will go higher or lower in the next few 
months. Moreover we would not think of 
urging anybody to to get rich quick b; 
spectlitingin the market. Wado know, how 
ever, that most people who have put their 
spare money into stocks over the years— 
not bling for a fast profit but investing 
for the | long pull—have made a handsome 
return. Certainly more than they would 
have made by investing in race-track tickets, 
which seems to have become a popular Amer- 
ican way of being financially optimistic. 

The most important thing about the stock 
market right now is that it is going begging 
for customers—which means that US in 
dustry is going begging for funds and for 
partners. The old millionaire investors have 
disappeared or have been discouraged by 
high taxes. Many of the new potential inves 
tors in American business—the prosperous 
farmer and the laboring or salaried man with 
money in the bank—have not yet learned 


that a stock certificate can be a profitable 
way of promoting and sharing in progress. 

‘The stock exchange and the brokers have 
only lately begun to realize that business 
must now depend for its funds on the little 
man, Their recent advertising campaigns, 
however, seem to be taking effect. The New 
York Daily News, the newspaper of the com- 
mon man, has never bothered to run a page 
of stock quotations. Yet last week it was 
moved to editorialize on the stock market’s 
campaign to attract small investors, and to 
express itself heartily in favor. As the Daily 
News pointed out, “If Wall Street doesn’t 
stimulate average citizens to put money into 
industry and enterprise, the Government 
will do more and more of that sort of thing— 
meaning we'll get State Socialism here after 
a while, State Socialism is a nice-Nellie term 
for Fascism or Nazism.” 

‘Any of the millions of Americans who are 
said by statisticians to have some spare mon- 
ey around, over and above such necessary 
investments as insurance and emergency 
savings, might do well to ponder the Daily 
News's words and then see what the local 
broker has to offer. This can be one way to 
vote for freedom and make a little money too. 


SPEAKING OF THE “DAILY NEWS”... 


It’s some newspaper, and it is high time 
that we paid it our respects. The Daily News 
is the biggest paper in the country and by 
all odds the most readable. Nobody would 
ever give it a prize for reporting the fine de- 
tails of events in Europe and Washington; 
but it does manage, by using plain English 
and leaving out the wind, to cram a remark- 
able lot of information into its brief tabloid 
columns. Its editors never miss a trick on a 
Park Avenue triangle or a showgirl romance 
(which, let’s face it, most people like to read 
about), and they know how to use pictures. 
They also write the best headlines in the 
world. When a musical comedy performance 
was halted last month because an insect flew 
down the dress of Singer Nanette Fabray, 
who else would have thought of calling the 
story: BUG BUZZ-BOMBS STAR'S BOSOM, 
Busts up stow. Anybody who visits New 
York this summer should get acquainted 
with the News, which in many ways is a more 
remarkable phenomenon than the Empire 
State Building. 

The editors of Lirg, which has the biggest 
weekly magazine circulation in the country, 
have one special envy of the paper with the 
biggest daily circulation. The fellow who 
writes editorials over there has a remarkable 
gift for salty speech. He never uses a long 
word when a short one will do, and nobody, 
not even a backward sixth-grader, can fail 
to grasp what he is saying. Wheilicsatdowa 
last week to write an “All-Inclusive Edito- 
rial on the Current Heat Wave” he used just 
two words: “Damn it.” This page of Lire had 
an editorial last week on the same subject; we 
used 200 words to say the same thing, and we 
didn’t say it nearly so well. Lire’s editorial 


pre has often been accused of being high- 
row and over the heads of too many read- 
ers. The Daily News's editorial page is de- 
lightfully Jow-brow and never gets over any- 
Hears head. 

e have one serious quarrel with the Daily 
News—its editorial policy is completely iso- 
lationist, and we're sorry to see so much won- 
derfully simple and persuasive prose being 
used on the wrong side of the argument. The 
Daily News hates Communists to death and 
cusses them out regularly, but it seems to 
have missed the point that all Communists 
gain their inspiration and strength from So- 
viet Russia—and can only be neutralized by 
international action to neutralize Russia's 
appetite for world aggression. In our opin- 
ian the Daily News fin eleane illogical 
position as aman who says he hates mosqui- 
toes but refuses to help pay for spraying the 
swamp across the road, 

There is one hope: the Daily News has been 
known to admit a mistake and shift sides. 
For a long time it was a pro-New Deal paper. 
It finally saw the error of its ways and to- 
day it is so violently opposed to any kind of 
welfare state as to make Lire, with its more 
measured prose, sound like a socialist sheet 
by comparison. If this happened once it can 

‘appen again—and nothing could be better 
for the cause of world peace. That fellow on 
the Daily News can really argue, and ina time 
when unity means everything we could cer- 
tainly use him and the people he influences. 

How about it, Daily News—isn’t it time 
to take another look at your premises? Par- 
don us for throwing your own kind of lan- 
guage at you, but isn’t it smarter to close the 
garbage can than to swat the flies one by one?

Photographers get a rare chance to document a gun battle in Chicago 


When Eddie Shumak was 17 his father chained 
him to the bed at home because he had been getting 
into trouble with the Chicago police.

Then he went on probation, violated 
it and got a year at Joliet. By the time he was 21, 
Eddie was a confirmed criminal. 

Last week Eddie Shumak was driving a stolen 
car down Wacker Drive when a policeman casually 
stopped him because he was driving in the wrong 
lane. Eddie thereupon set off one of the hottest gun- 
fights that even Chicago had ever seen. He shot the 
officer. Then in a wild chase he raced eight blocks 
through Chicago’s business district, ducked into the 
North Western Railway station, dashed into a rest 
room and yelled at the police, “Come and get me!”

They did, almost 100 of them. Converging from 
all over Chicago, they surrounded the station and 
opened fire on the rest room. One policeman got into 
Eddie’s line of fire and was nicked in the forehead 
(below). Eddie held out for 10 minutes. 

Then, realizing he was hopelessly trapped, Eddie 
Shumak made a last desperate gesture, He opened 
the door and tried to break away. A burst of sub- 
machine-gun fire hit him. He flopped back onto the 
dirty washroom floor, quivered only once. 

Seldom are photographers able to get to a gun- 
fight in time to record it. But this one happened in 
the center of Chicago, within three blocks of three 
newspaper offices. So photographers could race to 
the scene and get these dramatic pictures of the in- 
glorious end to Eddie Shumak’s inglorious career.

He scrambled together the meager finances for the trip and explains 
his own press relations cheerfully: ‘I was making deals and exclusives 
with everybody.” For a day the reporters and photographers who dog 
Shirley May’s every step in Dover went black with rage, but when 
they realized that his “exclusives” were more irritating than prohibi- 
tive they settled back into a relaxed routine of amiable squabbling.

S 
said, “Hello, Mom. It’s 11:15 here.” ‘On my Kingston watch, 
ed her alert press agent, mindful of the $500 put up by the Kingston 
Watch Company for her journey. Dutifully Shirley reported, “I'm 
training hard and I’m in good shape. I’m gonna make it. You watch.” 
Before hanging up Shirley murmured, “It's nice here in England. It’s 
better at home, though.” That did it. She started to cry. Pleased as 
Punch, Pop announced, “She's crying now,” and the reporters solemn- 
ly looked at one another, agreeing, “It’s the normal reaction.” 

Just as normal was Shirley's prim reaction to the blast which greeted 
the news that she planned to swim in the nude. She won't. She will be 
greased like a frying chicken but she will be clothed. Right now she and 
her coach seem to be the only ones mindful of the ordeal she has yet to 
face. The big noise in the press gives Shirley May the feeling that she 
is out on a limb, and she dreads crashing down if she doesn’t succeed. 
In the face of her rivals, friends, family, backers and the writers and 
readers of the world’s press she strives desperately to believe what is 
fast becoming the most inaccurate statement of the summer: “It’s a 
personal thing,” says Shirley May, “between me and the Channel.”

Summer season brings epidemics 


of this uncontrollable disease 


Starting with some spotty outbreaks during May and June the 
ase had reached near-epidemic proportions during the sultry, 
drought-ridden month of July. By Aug. 1, 8,300 cases had been reported — 
43% increase over last year. Polio seemed more uncontrollable than ever. 

One of the most feared of diseases, polio is capricious, unpredictable, 
sudden, It is most widespread in summer, when children are otherwise 
healthiest. Often called infantile paralysis, iti

early diagnosis, for its first s 
throat and low fever) are neither consistent nor distinctive. Its variable 
incubation period (three to 35 days) adds to the difficulty of recognizing 
and treating the disease. 

Scientists know now that polio is caused by a virus—perhaps by several 
kinds of virus. They know also that these tiny organisms cause paralysi: 
by attacking the nerve cells in the brain and spinal cord (left) that con- 
trol muscle action. But how polio is spread, how the virus enters the body, 
they do not know. The major source of contagion is the excrement and 
saliva of human carriers, and it may be that all cases result from human 
contacts or from the infection of foods by humans. But it is also possible 
that flies spread polio by carrying virus wherever they go, or that water 
and even air transport the germs. 

In terms of medical progress the polio problem is still a serious one; but 
recent reports from the laboratories suggest that the situation may soon 
be improved.

Justice Douglas’ hosts, the Bakhtiari, are one of seven historic tribes 
controlling the mountain areas of Iran. The former shah dressed them 
in Western clothes and, in a series of bloody campaigns, brought them 
under his rule, But when the shah was ousted by the British and Rus- 
sians for playing ball with the Germans, the tribesmen reasserted a 
part of their old independence, They are violently anti-Russian. 

Douglas found that local khans were more apt to ride Cadillacs than 
camels, that some even flew their own airplanes, One young khan apol- 
ogized because he could not fly Douglas and his son to the mountains 
in his new U.S.-built plane; he had damaged it in a forced landing the 
day before (later he cracked up his second, smaller plane, was forced 
to return by car).

The ambu- 
lance took me to the rear of the Medical Building, behind the cen- 
tral building, where I was taken inside to an examining room. I was 
prepared for an examination, but I was not prepared, when I had 
stripped to my undershorts as instructed, to be called upon by a 
woman. This was Miss Plastridge, the head of the physical thera- 
pists. She went about the business of examining and charting my 
muscles with quiet but friendly efficiency. 

“If [ have to limp,” I said belligerently, “I am going to do it with 
a flair. I am going to be the poor girl's Byron.” 

Miss Plastridge regarded me gravely. “Are you a poet?” she asked. 

I realized at once how badly I had failed in my attempt at humor 
and I lapsed into a rather sheepish honesty. “No,” I said. “I ama 
writer.” 

“Then not Byron,” she said softly. “Sir Walter Scott must be 
your model. He was a polio too, you know.” 

The way she said the word “polio” fell strangely on my ears. She 
robbed it of its harshness, its diagnostic sound, She made it sound 
like a secret order. 

“Only a particular group of people contract polio,” she went on 
quietly, testing my muscles. “It indicates a highly organized cen- 
tral nervous system, which usually means talent or special ability 
of some kind.” 

Next morning I was wakened by a large, capable, colored attend- 
ant who informed me genially that I was to have a bath. Still half- 
asleep, I found myself picked up, as one might pick up a child, and 
deposited in a tub of water. When I complained that it was too hot, 
the attendant, who told me that his name was Frank, laughed and 
said that he would come back when I was “done.” I survived this 
ordeal, and Frank cheerfully carried me back to my room, where 
breakfast waited on a tray. 

After breakfast Frank took me in a wheelchair down to the brick- 
peas cloister which led from the Medical Building to the pool. 

fe left me sitting in a hallway where you awaited your turn in- 
side. Soon Mac, a large ruddy Scotsman who was the “king” of the 
posh boys, the wheelchair attendants, appeared. Without a word 

¢ whisked me in 

My first impression of the pool was that it rather resembled a 
cathedral. In the clear light from the many-paned, translucent win- 
dows it looked very large. My physical therapist, Mrs. Schlosser, 
wearing a bathing suit, was standing in the pool awaiting me. Mac 
lifted me down to her and I surrendered gratefully to the warm 
water and the hands of Mrs. Schlosser, who held my head above 
water as she helped me out to a raised platform in the pool. There 
were several of these platforms. their surfaces submerged on a slant- 
ing line. I lay with my head on a folded towel, my face above water 
but the rest of my body below. An oppressive silence filled the large 
room, even though every platform was occupied by a patient, with 
a physical therapist beside it. And now the ritual began. 


Remembering lost freedom 


I NING over me, her lips close to my ear, Mrs. Schlosser whis- 
pered, “Think of your quadriceps.” Then, arching my knee, 
she extended my lower leg, while I lay there in complete abeyance 
striving to remember where the lost quadriceps were. I knew now 
the meaning of the silence in the room, It indicated not the absence 
of sound, but the presence of thought. We were all of us trying to 
remember our lost freedom, the lost movement of arms and legs. 

We covered the entire normal range of action in both legs. When 
I turned sideways to perform more exercise, Mrs. Schlosser became 
so absorbed that she raised herself upon the platform, the better 
to help me. Her long brown hair was above me, her face close to 
mine. 

During those early days, I would look at her with secret delight. 
I guiltily, surreptitiously drew strength from her young, fresh 
health. 

The ritual of the silent pool lasted for 45 minutes by the clock. 
No more, no less. Then I was taken back to my room in the Med- 
ical Building for lunch. The sound of laughter and conversation 
from a room at the end of the hall aroused my curiosity, and after 
Frank had gone I wheeled myself there. Half a dozen or so.of the 
patients had gathered in the room of a young man, to whom I was 
introduced. They welcomed me and urged me to stay and have my 
tray with them. But I was cowardly and I declined. For Roger, the 
young man in whose room we were, lay with his twisted back over 
a Bradford frame.

body. He lay like that 24 hours of the day, day after day. I was not 
inured to the sight of such cheerful, pati 

I thought of my own suffering and lo cling of guilt. 
The conviction grew on me that I had subconsciously chosen to 
suffer. I reminded myself, of course, that polio is caused by a virus. 
It seems unlikely that a man could will himself to have it. But in 
my inner thoughts, which I did not discuss openly, I allowed my- 
self to examine this idea. What an admirable disease it had been 
for my purpose! In the intolerable situation forced upon me by the 
war I suddenly found myself unable to walk. My ship went on to 
its task without me. 

There were many things I had to think about before I could lunch 
with equanimity in Roger's room. 

Lunch was followed by the rest period. When the hour had passed 
I pulled myself into my chair and wheeled myself out to the open 
terrace above the porch. Below me was an oblong court of reddish- 
tinted composition. It was an exercise court, and this was the hour 
of walking practice. Along each side of the court the patients had 
already begun to line up in their chairs, like spectators at a game. 


Medieval ladies to the joust 


N the warm Georgia sunshine the girls and women were dr 
in gay sport clothes. Those still arriving descended the walk in 

their wheelchairs like medieval ladies coming to the joust. The men 
and boys arrived with dash, careening down the hill in their chairs, 
their hands (if they could use them) sure and clever as they guided 
themselves by turning the outer rims of the wheels, When all of the 
chairs were lined up, the physical therapists, starched and fresh 
after their morning in the pool, approached one patient at a time 
with his or her crutches. 

Then the walking began, the walking known as “supervised,” 
with the physical therapist in front to hold the patient's belt or 
fold of dress, and a push boy behind if necessary. The crutches used 
were known as Canadian crutches; they ended just above the elbow 
in a semicircle of covered metal which gave support to the arm yet 
forced one to stand erect instead of slumping forward. 

“Foot in,” the physical therapist would say, or, “Hike the mus- 
cle at the waist,”” meanwhile counting, “Left crutch, right foot; 
right crutch, left foot.” And laughter all the while, laughter and 
friendly ridicule from the spectators. 

At the far end of the court was a raised platform with a short 
flight of steps leading to each of the four sides. When each patient 
had finished his walking stint he went to do the steps, and from 
this platform even louder laughter sounded. 
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Those with two braces went up backward, the braces locked at 
the knee. The method was to hoist the trunk of the body by lean- 
ing forward on the crutches and thus raise the feet to each step. Ev- 
eryone agreed that the spectacle was ludicrous. Sometimes the pa- 
tient himself was so conyulsed by laughter-that he would have to 
stop to control himself. Those with one helpful leg, unbraced, were 
more fortunate. They went up forward, one hand on cane or crutch, 
the other on the stair rail. In this way they could drag the useless 
limb up to each step. They were not half so amusing. 

Three days later I was moved to Builder’s Hall. The room in which 

I found myself was small but complete, with none of that extremely 
antiseptic hospital precision. I fell easily into the routine: break- 
fast, pool treatment, lunch, rest hour. I did not yet have my brac 
so I could not participate in the exercise of walking. Perhaps be- 
cause of this, I still did not become really acquainted with the others 
until my first trip to Manchester, a small town a few miles distant. 
Every Friday afternoon the Foundation bus took there all the pa- 
tients who were well enough, to have a haircut, or shop, or perhaps 
just to have a Coke at the local drugstore. 
When the bus arrived in Manchester, a small town with the tra- 
ditional main street, we pulled up in front of the barbershop. The 
girls, most of whom could walk with canes or crutches, were helped 
down first. The rest of us were wheeled to our destinations, one at 
a time, in a portable wheelchair. I was taken to the barbershop. 

Two push boys had come along with Mac, and as I sat in the bar- 
ber’s chair I could see the wheelchair making its trips up and down 
the street and the girls, on their crutches, going from store to store. 
The people of Manchester were accustomed to this weekly si 
they accepted it without surprise, behaving, out of custom or i 
difference, in the admirable way most people find so difficult; they 
did not stare. 

When we boarded the bus again we all sang. After that day I fell 
easily into the harmless diversions of the Foundation in whi 
and female were paired together in their wheelchairs, lil 
board animals of a child’s Noah’s ark. I thought often of that paral- 
lel. We floated serenely above the deluge, waiting, not too eagerly, 
for the arrival of the dove with the olive branch, which would tell 
us that we might go out into the world again. 

One morning Mrs. Schlosser was waiting for me with a si 
“You are to be measured for your brace,” she said excitedly. 
contour of my atrophied leg was traced on a piece of brown paper 
by a technician: a seemingly haphazard process which would result, 
I knew, in one of the best braces to be had anywhere. Afterward I 
went to the storeroom and selected a pair of crute! 


Mr. Doyle’s joke 


FOUND that I was beginning to enter into the quick, slashing 
conversation of the men’s dressing room. I would often meet 

here the large Mr. Doyle, a great man, completely paralyzed, un- 
able to move anything but his head. Even his beloved cigar had to 
be placed in his mouth for him, but no one minded performing this 
simple act for Mr. Doyle, or even more difficult ones, since he had 
endeared himself to everyone some time before my arrival by a re- 
mark to a visitor. He im i 
had “infantile paraly 
chairs because he was so large. 

‘The best of all the Warm Springs stories concerned the rehearsed 
“miracle” which had taken place before my arrival. On the terrace 
in the rear of Georgia Hall was a shallow basin of stone with a foun- 
tain in its center. Newcomers never failed to ask if it was the spring. 
Sitting idly about this fountain one Sunday afternoon several pa- 
tients and push boys evolved a scheme. One of the push bo 
lowed himself to be put in a chair, wearing borrowed braces. Then 
when the visitors had arrived, standing, as was their custom, in 
silent awe and some distance removed, another push boy went rev- 
erently to the fountain, dipped a paper cup of water from it and 
carried it to the pseudo-patient. After drinking greedily, the “pa- 
tient” began to shake, jerk, jump; a glad smile broke forth on h 
face, and with a shout of delight he leaped from the chair, shed his 
braces and danced about the pool crying, “I’m cured! I’m cured! 
while the real patients sat helpless and weak with laughter. 

Something in the nature of our predicament induced this laugh- 
ter among ourselves when we had recovered from the early illness; 
and if we did not learn to laugh quickly enough, we were taught 
by those who knew its value and necessity. 

At two places in the Foundation there were full-length mirrors. At 
intervals in his treatment a patient would be taken to one of these in 
his chair, his braces put on, his crutches held for him. Then he would 
be raised upright in front of the mirror by the physical therapist. 


ile.

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"You have this muscle,” the physical therapist would say 
that muscle.”” And then she would point out his limitations. “You 
do not have these muscles,” she would say, “and now you must 
learn to compensate for what you do not have by what you have. 

The word stirred memories in my mind. It had been a long time 
since I had read Emerson’s essay, but it seemed to me that the 
lay in that word “compensation.” 

Before I was permitted to stand, I would wheel myself to a mir- 
ror. Waiting there until I was unobserved, I would raise my body 
by my arms from the chair and regard myself. Standing there, 
secretly, before the mirror, air as if in flight 
from my bod ¢ now but one day I will be 
dead. T oaid this—-words ill aot convey it—with such pleasure 
and excitement that the whole world was changed about me. The

somehow encompassed with my mind the limitations of my body.

t from President Roosevelt 


HAD arrived at Warm Springs on Nov. 1, 1944, and on the 
4th a bulletin was distributed which read, “Tentative plans 
are that the President will be in Warm Springs in the near future.” 

As the news was spread the Foundation took on a different char- 
acter. A sort of tension mushroomed overnight. When we gath- 
iano in the evening, our singing soon drifted into 
conversation. But when the telephone men, who had arrived to set 
up a special switchboard for the President's use, came into Georgia 
Hall after dinner, the conversation stopped and the singing started 
up again, pointed. little too loud. Dr. Harald Johnson, well known 
in the world of medic , had been stricken with paral 
his laboratory. If he found himself alone in Georgia Hall, he would 
play Bach, sitting at the piano in his wheelchair, his trousers falling 
loosely over his atrophied legs. But when others gathered he would 
laugh’ and perhaps go quickly into Honeysuckle Rose. “Before I 
came here I could do this,” he would say, executing an arpeggio. 

When the Marine detachment arrived there was a wheelchair 
traffic jam in front of the gift shop in Georgia Hall. It was surpri 
ing how many of the girls happened to be there at the same time, 
all urgently in need of a candy bar, magazine or Coke. I saw the 
first group of Marines come in. There were three or four of them, 
and they stopped with amazement. The girls were suddenly silent, 
suddenly absorbed in magazines, candy bars, Cokes. After a mo- 
ment one of the Marines said with slow wonder, “What do you 
know! A mobile USO!” 

Georgia Hall was transformed by the Marines. You cannot get 
really close toa girl when she is in a wheelchair, but it helps if you 
sit on the arm, and.some of the Marines soon discovered that. May 
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it be forever an honor to the Corps that to a man they saw in the 
young ladies of Georgia Hall not polio victims, but members of the 
opposite sex. They brought stars to their eyes. 

‘The day of the President's arrival dawned with a sense of dream- 
like unreality for us. We waited for him in our wheelchairs in front 
of Georgia Hall, sitting in a semicircle in the shadow of the white 
pillars. When we saw the cavalcade round the corner of the drive, 
our-throats tightened. As he drove his car with the hand controls 
into the circular drive before us, he slowed down, and when he 
reached us he stopped. Then, sitting in silence, he smiled. He raised 
his arms above his head, clasping his hands like a victor, and in our 
chairs we smiled back at him and wept. . . . 

By6 o'clock that evening the hall was already full of wheelchairs. 
We had spent the latter part of the afternoon dressing, the men 
fully excited as the girls. We had discarded our customary slacks 
and sport shirts; we of the service had put on our uniforms. 

Inside the dining room a long table had been placed at the near 
end against the wall so that from this vantage point the President 
and his party would have an unobstructed view. Opposite us as we 
entered were the colored serving boys lined up outside the kitchen 
door. 

As we filed into the room Graham Jackson made his appearance. 
He was a colored Navy Chief Musician who always came from his 
station in Atlanta to play for the President while he was at Warm 
Springs. Above his immaculate uniform his round, friendly face 
shone. He seated himself at the chapel piano, which suddenly looked 
oddly defenseless (I had been told that after Graham Jackson’s ap- 
pearance it had to be ‘or complete overhauling). His play- 
ing, debonair and gay, achieved exactly the right, if unexpected, 
note. The serving boys straightened with pride, their wrists seem- 
ing to ease back up into their sleeves, and we even managed to for- 
get the disquieting presence of the secret service men who stood at 
strategic places along the wall. 

‘The President entered. 

He came in as we had come in, in his wheelchair. There was no 
playing of Hail to the Chief, no warning of any kind. You did not 
feel that it was the President coming into the room, or even the et clear er me 
squire of Hyde Park, but simply a polio in a wheelchair. He smiled, Hindgulsts Kinwille’ Mo, G2 WenetsBr, Onanda” Pia 
waved his cigaret holder and was wheeled to his table, followed by p ge Sons Ee ee eo

After the traditional Thanksgiving Day dinner a huge book cov- 
er bearing the title, “The Spirit of Warm Springs,” was brought er we 
into the room and set up just inside the door so that the entertain- 
ers would have to enter through it. Everyone laughed wh 
physical therapists came in, dancing inside a cloth horse. It 
repeat performance, but still no one could agree on who occupied 
what part of the horse's anatomy. One of the patients then did a 
skit with his physical therapist, a’satire on supervised walking, and 
this also was well received. 

The high point of the show was a skit involving a skeleton, a Fat 
Lady and Franklin Roosevelt. The skeleton, borrowed from the 
doctor’s office, was wheeled out on a table stretcher with a cigaret 
smoking between its teeth. It was meant to represent the condi- 
tion in which Mr. Botts had arrived at Warm Springs so many 
years before. Polio had felled Mr. Botts as he stood on the thi 
old of an operatic career. Hearing that Franklin Roosevelt was con- 
valescing from his attack of polio at the old resort of Warm Springs, 
he had himself taken there on a stretcher. Mr, Roosevelt had said 
that he looked like a skeleton when they carried him from the train; 
and after that Mr. Roosevelt had two patients on his hands because 
Mr. Botts had already been preceded by the Fat Lady, who had 


come for the same reason.

TOWN HITS THE JACKPOT | 


Debt-ridden Marksville, La. uses slot machines GZ 3 
to collect revenue—now taxes are cut in half

In the little town of Marksville (pop. 5,000), metropolis of Avoyelles Par- 
in a farming region of central Louisiana, municipal affairs were in a sorry 
empty, streets and sewers in poor repair, police pro- 
ow. The town was $5,000 in debt and saw no way to 

get out. Then three years ago a reform ticket of ex-Gls swept the entrenched 
town administration out of office and looked around for a way to finance 
their promised reforms, New Mayor D. M, Riddle Jr. borrowed an idea that 
has kept many a U.S, country club off the rocks: why not put slot machines 
to work and collect their take for the town treasury? 

Although there is an anti-gambling law in Louisiana, its enforcement is 
left to local option. Buying the 30 slot machines that had been operating 
in the town’s restaurants and taverns and arranging a 60-40 split with the 
merchants, Marksville went into the gambling business. Today the town 
owns 70 slot machines, has taken in $75,000 from them and is raking in the 
nickels, dimes and quarters at the rate of $30,000 a year. 

The ethics of the matter are still being debated in English and in classic 
French, the parish’s second language, and the Marksville Weekly News sus- 
pects that the mechanical tax collectors are only an illusory blessing to the 
community, But nobody can deny that the busy slot machines have paid 
handsomely. Taxes have been cut in half, Marksville has a new $25,000 city 
hall (right), four miles of new sidewalks, an airport site, improved streets 
and sewers, no public debt and cash in the bank, It has also started a finan 
ing fad: several other Louisiana towns have started using slot machi
